ity would cause Mr. Blaine to “fill the sur-
roundiog aimosphere with wild whoops of
delirions joy."

It wonld be correct to say that, in the
opening eonfliet between the two big Maine
men, each hiss woo a fight jor position; and
peither has enjoved the victory ot the ofher.

BSuppose, as seems to
possible from yesterday’s proceedings, the
Howse should put the tariff bill in com-
mittee, snd let it stay there, with private
intimations to the Senate that it wil! come
out when the latter body has taken
action on the Federal elections bill.
That would be a stroke not at all inconsist-
ent with the character and methods of Mr.
Reed, and it would open up & remarksbly
lively fight, which would probably result in
waking the present session econtinuous up
to the beginning of the second session.

The wmost obvions result of the Beed vie-
tory is that it will strengthen the hands of
the Reed poliey in Congress, As that policy
Lias brought the session of Congress up to the
middle of September without completing
tarifl legislation, it would not be strange if
the reinforcement of it should develop new
features of suarls and muddles. Perhaps
the Speaker may vet add to bis triumphs
one which ss between himself and Mr.
Blaine would be a Pyrrhie victory,

THE LOGIC OF PROTECTION.

Speaking of the tarifi bill as it was passed
by the Senate, the Philadelphia Press says:
“Clearly, there is no logleal reason for put-
ting binding twine on the free list, and
thereby destroying an important industry.”
The Press nas lately shown s remarkable
consisteney in insisting upon all changes in
the tariff bill that were favorable to the
trusts, and in opposing those that might
wenken these combinntions. Bat it could
not put its predilections into langusge more
clearly st variance with the reason of the
case than the sentence just gquoted. The
iogicof the ease 15 entirely on the side of
just soch setion as the Seoate took onthe
binding twine question,

The logic of protection is based entirely
on the encouragement of domestic competi-
tion. Every protective feature in the Me-
Kinley bill has been supported on the
avowed expectation that it would so ingrease
the competition among domestic producersas
to eventuslly lower the prices. While
ihere may be some dispute as to the degree
or prompiness of the protective policy in ae-
complishing this result, there is not the
slighiest question that the logieal
basis of protection is the increase of
domestic competition, When the members
of a protected industry therefore combine to
suspend the competition and prevent the re-
duction of prices, as all trusis seek to do,
they try to defeat the object of protection.
When they suceced they not only nullify
the legitimate purposs of proteetion, but
convert it into an instrument for enriching
the members of 2 monopoly, at the cost of
tbe masses, In the face of such a result the
repeal of a duty, the protective purpose of
which is defeated, is plainly the natural and
lagieal penalty for snch combinations.

The fact is that the repeal of the daty on
binding twine was about the only change,
besides the reciprocity smendment, for
which the Senate can be commended. That
it was mot caused by a recognition of the
logic of protection is evident from the fact
that other duties protecting trusts and com-
binations were retained, and Seanstor
Plumb's amendment providing for the sus-
pension of duties when domestic products
are inereased in price by trusts, was deleated.
The utter lack of logio on the part of the
Senators from the sgricultural States who
forced the removal of binding twiue
to ibhe free list is shown by the fact that
while that action may suve the farmerssome
§200,000 on binding twine, the increase in
the sugar duties for the benefiz of the Bugar
Trust made by the Senate over those fixed
by the House will cost the farmers over
§2,000,000, to say nothing of the rest of the
population. Like too maay of the tariff
votes the change was simply & suceessful
movement of & single interest in the conflict
of many interesis to get what they could out
of the bill.

But the logicof the casecalls for some such
action as that proposed by Senator Plumb.
The defense of the protective policy requires
& general notice that where its purpose of
increasing domestic competition is defeated
by trusts and pools, the duty will be re-
moved, and the opposition to its benefieial
effect will be made to recoil on itself, ,

MOEE GASES THaN ONE.

There is not the slightest likelihood of the
failure of Pitisburg’s natoral gas supply in
the pear future. THE DISPATOH'S inves-
ligation of the sabjeet has proved this. But
supposing that natural gas should fail, does
ivfollow thet our wanufacturers must re-
turn to eoal? Not at all. In our
columps to-dsy it is shown that an @rtifi-
cial fuel gas, a substitute for natural gas,
is already in use in several large mills, It
is not a theory but o fsct that conironts us
bere. Gas can be made from coal to com-
pete with the natural gas, and to take the
latter’s place should it {ail. The system of
pipeage now in use for natural gas could be
adapted to the service of artificial gas, and
Pittsburg will continue in any event to en-
joy the advantages of a cheaper and better
fuel whetber the gas wells give out or not.

THE RIGHT COURSE.

The frequent attempts st train wrecking
on the New York Central Bailrond, in the
past iew davs, have not unnsturally been
used as proofl of the desperately criminal
purposes of the strikers. BSome of the
strikers have besn charged with eomplicity
in the actsand have denied their guilt On
the other hand, assertions bave been made
that officers of the New York Ceatral have
been engaged in getting up sham attempts
at train wrecking, especially for the sake of
bringing diseredit on the Knights o! Labor.
No evidence on either side has yet been
made publie, and the popular opinion will
be likely to be held in reserve until itis
known what the proofs are.

In the weantime it is worthy of mnotice
that Mr. Powderly, in the Journal of
United Labor, puts himsell and the order
in the right sttitude concerving sll suech
eriminal efforts fo reveage private wrongs

becleared of evem adoubt 1f on the oon-
trary, it should be proven that any Knightof
Labor is implicated, none are more interested
than the members of the order in clearing
themselves of all suspieion of sympathy with
lawlessness and crime by in brioging
the perpetrators to justice. Ours is not 3
criminal organization and it cannot afford to
barbor criminals. Let us urge upon the men
on strike and all who sympathize with them, to
do everything in thelr power to assist the
authorities in ferrsting out the flands ig human
form who have been guilty of thisdeed of
devils.”

This 15 the right sortof talk. Tt isnot
nlone the duty of the Knights of Labor as
citizens to nid in the discovery of heinous
erimes agsinst public ssfety; but it is to the
interest of the order to put lbemselves on
record s ready to punish such offenses,
whether they are perpetrated by members of
the order or mot. If their efforts to detect
the guilty parties locate the crime outsideot
the order, the sccusation will recoil on those
who make it. If9¥t is found that members
of the order have been guilty of such acts,
the participation of the order in their de-
tection and punishment will clear it of com-
plicaty.

Let the policy stated above be vigorously
followed out by the striking members of thes|
KEnights of Labor, and it will put an end to
sceusations that they seek to revenge their
defeat by criminal acts,
